Channel 9 and the Workers: 
Two Months Into the Strike

As the QED strike continues 
into its third month，the fans of 
“Newsroom”and“Open Studio” 
are Wondering “What's holding 
things up?”Old reruns of Open 
Studio are being aifed，News- 
room has been televising from 
the streets _ over cable TV，and 
picKeters walk in circles morning 
and evening around little trash- 
can fires to keep warm. The S$.F. 
public hears pleas on the radio to 
hold their pledge renewals until 
the strike is settled, and manage- 
ment members argue to keep the 
struggle at the negotiating table 
andnot in the public arena. 

Unlike other labor struggles 
now going on in the City，the 
KQED strike involves different 
contracts for different kinds of 
Workers. The seven groups offi- 
cially on strike, totaling 70 mem- 
bers，are all represented by the 
National Association of Broadcast 
Employees and Technicians 
(NABET). Although the details of 
their contract negotiations differ 
(all contracts are up for renewal)， 
they are united over one major 
concern 一 job Security， 

On September 2, the engineers 
unit of NABET officially voted to 
strike; they were followed in the 


next two weeks by units repre- 
senting the reporters of News- 
room, the production assistants， 
the flm-makers，the artists，the 
Fadio employees and the floor di- 
rectors. Thus，the production of 
the only two local programs regu- 
larly 五 jlmed 一 Newsroom and 
Open Studio 一 ended. 

Other groups not represented 
by NABET，such as the tempo- 
rary and part-time employees， 
and associate producers and pro- 
ducer-directors，struck in sym- 
pathy， Negotiations began，bnut 
progressed slowly. Last week a 
federal mediator was called in; 
and the negotiations on each 
contract continue on a rotating 
basis，moving from one contract 
to another when decisions get 
blocked on a particular issue. 

But even before September 2， 
Signs of a strike loomed on the 
horizon .

involving their procurement 
abroad for importation into the 
United States under contracts of 
Setrvitude.”

CHIEN-SHIUNG WU 
NAMED TOP SCIENTIST 


Chien-Shiung Wu，Pupin Pro- 
fessor of Physics at Columbia 
University，has been named the 
JIndustrial Research Scientist of 
the Year. She is the first woman 
to，have been so honored by 
Industrial Research，the maga- 
zine of applied research and 
development. 

On the Columbia faculty for the 
past”29 years，Professor Wu 
stunned the scientific community 
18 years ago when her experi- 
mental work overthrew a law of 
symmetry that scientists :for 
many years had used to explain 
the innermost make-up of chemi- 
cal elements. 

Currently, Professor Wu is per- 
forming research with “exotic 
atoms” 一 atoms that have life- 
times as short as a billionth of a 
Second. She is also exploring the 
cause of sickle cell anemia, using 
techniques of nuclear physics， 
and is involved in nuclear studies 
at great depths in the earth. 

Born in Liu Ho，China, in 1912， 
Professor Wu came to the 吕 .S. in 
1936 for graduate work at the 
University -of Cajlifornia. Next 
year She will become president of 
the American Physical Society 
and will be the first woman to 
hold that office.

|heading a _ City Planning “resi- 
dential zoning study”( 了 /ZW Oct， 
23), is that planners should take 
into consideration the unique 
character of the San Francisco 
Chinatown community and allow 
a relaxation of building height 
limits for housing construction im 
the Chinatown area. 

Architect Clement Chen urged 
the Department of City Planning 
to think in terms of “vertical” 
rather than “horizontal” plan- 
ning. He urgedia mixture of com- 
mercial and residential zoning to 
allow for the type of high-rise 
construction one sees in Hong 
Kong. Chen compared the near- 
by financial district， which is 
almost vacant on weekends, to a 
potential high-rise Chinatown 
community that would be active 
Seven days a Week. 

TOWERS 

The financial reversals of 
Chinatown'`s only high-rise，the 
Mandarin Towers，were Inen- 
tioned by Wayne Hu of the Jack- 
son Hu real estate firm as an indi- 
cation that high-rent high-rise 
construction was unlikely to suc- 
ceed in Chinatown .

Donaldina first worked for the mis- 
sion in 189S, it was already in opera- 
tion for twenty years， Her parents 
had reluctantly given their consent 
to have her work“just for one year.” 
However，she remained for nearly 
forty years, retiring officially in 1934 
when she was nearly 03 years of age. 

None was as fearless，dedicated， 
and forceful as she. To the fighting 
tongs，she was known as “Fahn 
Quai”the White Devil, and to the 
rescued girls，affectionately as “Lo 
Mo,”the mother. She knew “evety 
roof in Chinatown,”and her count- 
less perils could well have filled the 
scenarios for sevetal old time thrill- 
ers。The rescue of Kun Quai is a 
case in point. It entailed a brief 
lock-up in jail，Pphysical abuse， 
newspaper headlines, mass meeting， 
resolutions of protest by concerned 
citizens, dismantling of the Palo Al- 
to city jail by the Stanford Universi- 
ty students, a threat of lynching, and 
the burning of an effigy of the Jus- 
tice of the Peace for the travesty of 
justice. 
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The sensational aspects of Donal- 
dina's work with prostitutes and 
slave girls have been overempha- 
sized by other writers，This para- 
graph on page 157 needs to be un- 
derlined:“More than two thousand 
girls have called Nine-Twenty 
home." Among them are 7aaray who 
had no connection with tongs or sla- 
very . . . Orphaned or half-orphaned 
girls were often brought to her as 
wards. Sometimes illness of business 
demands in the Old Country broke 
up local homes and Lo Mo was Per- 
suaded to keep the schoolgirl 
daughters ...”(Emphasis added). 
Ming Quong Home was established 
to care for the younger girls and DT. 
Charles Shepard's Chung Mei 


.Home for boys was set UP under 


Donaldina's guidance. 

The notorious slave traffic came 
to an end abonut the time of Miss 
Cameron's retirement. Many of her 
rescued girls were rehabilitated and 
later became wives，mothers，Uni- 
versity students，physicians，nUTSes， 
teachers， 

Donaldina Cameron died in 1968 
at the age of 98. One who remem- 
bers her well today describes her as 
being a most selfless person，whose 
heart was full of compassion and 
love for humanity. She was indeed a 
rare person.

William Ball has characteristical- 
ly exercised unorthodox aesthetic 1i- 
cense in ACT's version of Richard 
JII，、He's pumped the melodrama 
into a dazzling stage Smorgasbord 
that is，at times，unfortunately， 
more visually than dramatically ex- 
citing or daring.， Whole speeches 
have been radically edited and re- 
Vised, Scenes eliminated，sometimes 
effectively，other times，losing their 
full Shakespearean impact，to ac- 
comodate the bullet-paced -treat- 
ment. 

The ruthless ascent of Richard to 
the British throne is colorfully de- 
picted by the bold costuming_ efforts 
of Robert Fletcher in a metallic-bro- 
cade-and-leather motif. Wild coif- 
fures in electric orange，white，and 
silver，suspiciously inspired from a 
hodge-podge gamut of Warhol to 
Japanese Noh drama, camps Up the 
Proceedings to an excessive degree 
(especially from the front rows 
where the grotesque effects are over- 
whelming). Itound myselft distract- 
ed by the plethora of heaving bared 
chests and freakish Satyzico7z char- 
acters parading the stage like 
9hakespearean caricatures， 

But the assault, alas, is not limi- 
ted to a_ visual one， Characters are 
reduced to literal archetypes 一 Sacri- 
ficing the complexities and subtle- 
ties of psychological motives for 
shallow by-play and show-biz effect. 
Clarence's assasins，dispatched by 
his treacherousbrothier Richard, are 
depicted as a pair of blithering idi- 
ots 一 reducing the'play's tragic mur- 
der Scene to a travesty. 


VULGAR 

SuUch directorial excessiveness is 
further epitomized by having Rich- 
ard jump up and swing from an 
enormous Symbolic crowh ,at the 
close of the second act and by the 
vulgar dog-collar around Anne's 
neck，attached to a long chain， 
which Richard sadistically tugs from 
atop his coronation throne. 

The first act is more effective than 
the second. The scene where Rich- 
ard woos Anne，transforming her 
open contempt for him into helpless 
awe, is particularly well-acted, The 
Second act is an Uneven, flashy，ser- 
ies of contrived scenes, capped by a 
slow-motion choreographed battle- 
scene that is more farcical than epic， 

Fortunately，the one ingredient 
that knits the whole play together 
and makes it work is the character 
of Richard，Pplayed with masterful 
aplomb by Randall Duk Kim.

She added that 
her father always encouraged 
peace. 

There was nothing more to eat 
so the family moved to Vallejo in 
1916. The family started a Chi- 
nese grocery store，and “all fthe 
cousins who lost work or had 
none would be there.” 

The one-room school that Yu 
attended comprised the first 
through eighth grades， which 
made the teaching individual- 
ized. 

It was a struggle to go through 
school，Yu stated. At 12，she 
cleaned house，cooked，washed 
dishes,，changed diapers and did 
things too““dirty”to tell，every 
Dight after school from 4 to 8 
p:m. for five dollars a week. On 
Saturdays she would work a half 
day-. 

In school，she said，her class- 
mates were nice enough when 
they needed her help (Yu was one 
of the top students of her class). 
However, after school, they acted 
as though they didn't know her. 
“Ching Chong Chinaman. Sitting 
on the railing . . .，” they some- 
timnes chanted，At other times， 
“they would walk across the 
Street when they Saw me com- 
ing.” 

In 1923, she became the first in 
the family to _ graduate from Val- 
lejo High School. 

Although public schools did not 
hire Chinese teachers, Yu wanted 
to become one. In 1923，she 
signed up at San Francisco Teach- 
ers' College. It was while she was 
registering that she met Theresa 
Sparks, later a close friend of the 
Fong family who wrote “China 
Gold”abook about the family: 

TEACHER 

Yu became San Francisco's 
first Chinese teacher in 1926. She 
was imnmediately sent to Commo- 
dore，where there was a definite 
need for her services. 

However，becoming a _ school 
teacher was not easy. Yu said 
the school district“tried to make 
the orals hard for me.”The dis- 
trict asked her questions such as 
“how do you dream2? ”She said 
they had hoped to trick her into 
talking Chinese. “They were 
afraid I might talk Chinese to 
them and expose them to Chinese 
thought.”At that time English 
was the only language permitted 
in the classroom. 

Yu passed and was hired， But 
she soon found out she was more 
than the only Chinese teacher. 
She was the only Chinese “coun- 
selor”“administrator,， and 
“nurse.”Being the only Chinese， 
she had to act as a clerk，writing 
and translating Chinese. When a 
child was injured, she had to take 
care of the child, be with the child 
in the ambulance and contact the 
parents，who usually spoke little 
English. 

Many of the children spoke 
Chinese，so she had to do the 
disciplining. She said most of the 
time she was out of the classroom 
acting as an assistant principal. 
However，only in the 1950s was 
the position of principal ever 
offered to_ her. And when that 
time came，she had to quit the 
school system so she could spend 
more time with her handicapped

On Jure 15，1924，Yu and Six 
others founded the Square and 
Circle Club. “We raised money 
for the Chung Mei Home (boys” 
orphanage in San Francisco) and 
traveled to all the jlittle China- 
towns, Forthe firstSan Francisco 
dental convention, we Were asked 
to run our first fashion show on 
Waverly Place,”stated Yu. 

She said treasure chests were 
sold and the money Was sent to 
China during a disastrous flood. 
Other monies were raised during 
World War I and sent to China. 
It wasduring the fundraising that 
she mether husband Jon Yu (She 
gave him the American first 
name), apartyman and Secretary 
of the Ruomintang. 

Yu recalled the Double Ten 
Parade and riding horses in 起 : 

“My sister andI and only a few 
others took riding lessons. Once a 
week we'd go to Golden Gate 
Park to ride. During the parade， 
all the balconies were really- 
crowded. People were climbing 
the lamps. All the windows were 
taken. All the ladies held a U.S. 
flag and a Chinese fag (the 
ladies surrounded each of the 
huge fags，holding the edges). 
Money was thrown in (on the 
flags). Weused any means to get 
money (for China during the 
war),”said Yu. 

Ht was in the beginning of the 
warthat her brother, Albert Paul 
Fong，became the first Chirrese- 
American inducted in Springfield， 
Mass., July8, 1941. He was later 
killed and the family was award- 
edaPurple Heart. 

Yu's Sister，to0，wWas ai first.” 
Minnie Fong was the first Chi- 
nese public nurse in San Fran- 
cisco . . . but only after total sup- 
port came frem Chinatown and 
the San FranciscoO Board of 
Health. Atthat time, Minnie was 
one _ inch too short to meet a 


height requirement for a public 


nurse. But the Board of Health 
wanted her and “Chinatown went 
to bat for her.”Thus a new and 
separate category，“Chinese 
Public Health Nurse,”was estab- 
lished, just for Yu'"s sister. Min- 
nie，the youngest child，born in 
1916 when the family moved to 
Vallejo, also wore the first shorts 
in Chinatowmn . 

The Fong girls were highly re- 
spected in Chinatown，Yu said. 
She sometimes overheard a 
mother telling her daughter， 
“You should follow the Fong 
girls' examples and do something 
for your community.” . 

SPECIAL EDUCATION 

When Alice Yu quit being a 
teacher for the school system， 
she became a teacher for her son 
Joal (Jo for Jon，her husband， 
and al for Alice)，who had cere- 
bral palsy. She-hired a special 
teacher for him. She would take 
Joal once a week to the teacher， 
but in _ between,， 24 hours a day， 
she worked with her son. She did 
so well with him that the special 

teacher encouraged her to go into 
special education. In 1957， Yu got 
a special education certificate 
and spent the last 15 years of her 
teaching career in speech correc- 
tion. The last five of those years， 
before her retirement in 1970， 
were spent in Chinatown . 

Yu has another son, Alon 一 Al 
for Alice and on for Jon 一 who 
graduated from the University of 
California, Berkeley, in engineer- 
ing. Her son Joal i now working 
as a courier and freight forward-
